Social  Conditions.  The  District  consists  of  the  old  corporate 
market  town  of  Bishop’s  Castle,  surrounded  by  a  considerable  area  of 
agricultural  land.  There  are  no  industries  other  than  agriculture 
in  the  District.  Most  of  the  houses  are  old,  and  a  number  of  the 
older  are  of  inferior  structure  and  below  modern  standards  of  amenity 
and  are  occupied  in  the  main  at  low  rentals  within  the  means  of 
occupiers  of  small  incomes.  The  Council  has  built  thirty -eight  good 
artisan  houses,  but  apart  from  these  there  has  been  practically  no 
building  of  cottages  for  many  years.  The  closing,  or  demolition,  of 
the  worst,  and  action  taken  for  repair  or  reconditioning  of  other, 
house  property  is  leading  to  a  general  improvement.

No  infant  death  occurred.  The  District’s  average  over  a 
considerable  term  of  years  is  seen  to  be  notably  low  and  favourable. 

The  notable  reduction  from  an  average  of  about  100  for  the 
period  1907-19?  affords  a  very  satisfactory  indication  of  progress 
in  education  as  to  matters  of  maternal  and  infant  welfare,  and  of 
the. value  of  the  District  nurses’  work  and  of  the  Health  Visiting 
system  of  the  County  Council. 
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IN  TEN  AREA. 


As  regards  .the  following  matters,  no  change  has  occurred 
during  the  year  in  the  arrangements  detailed  in  my  Annual  Reports 
for  1930,  1933?  and  1934- 

Nursing  in  the  Horne,  Laboratory  Facilities,  Clinics  and  Treatment 
Centres ,  Hospitals,  ambulance  Facilities. 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodat ion.  In  the  absence  of  any  material 
progress  in  the  County  Scheme,  the  Council  continues  its  arrange¬ 
ment  for  the  admission  of  urgent  cases  to  the  Shrewsbury  &  Atcham 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  by  payment. 
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V/ater  Supply.  The  Council  is  still  engaged  in  researches 
and  plans  for  improving  the  supply  as  regards  increasing  the  quantity 
and  for  providing  additional  storage.  The  Surveyor  reports  on  the 
year's  work  as  follows 

"The  water  supply  has  keen  fairly  well  maintained  during  the 
"year*  hut  several  times  it  was  found  necessary  to  restrict  the 
"supply  from  9  p.rn.  until  7  a.iru  It  was  also  necessary  to  use  the 
"the  pump  at  Maesgwyn  on  each  day  in  August  and  6  days  in  October. 

"Tests  were  made  during  the  year  of  the  yield  of  various 
"springs,  hut  they  all  failed  to  yield  sufficient  water  to  he  of 
"any  use  as  an  auxiliary  supply. 

"I.Iuch  time  was  spent  testing  service  pipes  and  many  leakages 
"were  found  and  repaired. 

"A  fracture  was  found  on  the  main  near  l.Iaesgwyn  and  repaired. 

"Three  new  and  3  old  houses  were  connected  to  the  water 
"supply. 

"One  old  private  supply  was  reconditioned  and  a  rotary  pump 

"fixed. 

"One  old  well  which  had  heen  filled  was  opened  out  and  a 
"pump  fixed  to  he  used  for  commercial  purposes  only." 

The  sand  filters  at  The  Cahin  reservoir  were  cleaned  when 
neccss ary . 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer  formed  the  opinion,  and 
reported  to  the  Council,  "That  the  Corporation  would  he  well  advised 
"to  consider  further  the  possibilities  of  obtaining  a  supply  of 
"water  for  augmentation  by  pumping  from  the  apparently  prolific 
"underground  source  to  the  south  of  the  Town. " 

Having  followed  this  problem  of  'Eater  Supply  for  many  years, 
and  had  experience  of  the  many  difficulties  met  with,  I  expressed 
support  of  this  opinion,  and  advised  the  Council  to  obtain  a 
report  by  an  eminent  geologist,  and  authority  on  the  rock  strata 
of  this  area.  The  Council  decided  to  take  this  course  towards 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Minister  of  Health,  however,  was  of  opinion  that  further 
remedial  work  in  connection  with  the  existing  A  inch  gravitation 
main  was  the  first  measure  to  be  undertaken,  in  order  to  restore 
it  to  approximately  its  proper  discharging  capacity,  and  he  was 
prepared,  in  the  special  circumstance's,  to  give  favourable 
consideration  to  an  application  for  a  loan  for  that  purpose  only. 

The  Council  has  resolved  that  plans  and  specifications  be  prepared 
accordingly,  and  application  for  loan  sanction  made. 

Ho  bacteriological  or  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  was  made 
during  the  year.  The  water  is  derived  from  uninhabited  and 
uncultivated  moorland  and  no  routine  bacteriological  control  has, 
so  far,  been  considered  necessary.  I  would,  however,  recommend 
that  in  future  a  sample  of  the  water  be  taken  regularly  at  six 
months  interval,  after  passing  through  the  sand  filters,  in  order 
to  keep  under  bacteriological  observation  the  general  condition 
of  the  supply  and  the  efficiency  of  the  filtration  beds. 

Streams .  Ho  instance  of  pollution  came  to  notice. 

Sewerage .  The  Surveyor  reports 

"Tho  Sewerage  forks  have  been  quite  satisfactory  during  the  year 
"and  except  for  the  usual  routine  work  have  required  no  attention. 
"Three  new  houses  and  A  old  houses  have  been  connected  to  the 
"sewer .  In  the  case  of  8  other  houses,  3  have  had  all  new  drains 
"and  the  other  5  have  had  the  drains  reconstructed  and  amended. " 

The  Disposal  forks,  of  septic  tanks  and  biological  filters, 
which  have  now  been  in  operation  for  a  considerable  number  of  years, 
have  been  unusually  successful,  in  my  experience,  in  giving  the 
minimum  of  trouble  and  in  turning  out  a  consistently  good  effluent. 
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Closet  ■.■iccomnodation.  In  the  sewered  area  the  system  of 
water  carriage  is  general,  only  some  7  or  8  privies  remaining  in 
use. 

I  am  glad  to  note  some  progress  in  conversion  of  hand  flush¬ 
ing  of  'IC’s  to  tank  flushing.

Ahile  the  worst  of  the  old  houses  have  been  dealt  with  by 
Closing  or  Demolition  Orders,  good  and  steady  progress  is  being 
made  by  the  Inspector  in  obtaining  repair  and  improvement  of 
houses,  defective  more  or  less  in  structural  condition  and  in 
convenience,  with  the  result  of  achieving  a  measure  of  raising 
the  standard  of  much  old  property  without  prejudicially  changing 
the  character  and  appearance  of  a  picturesque  old  market  town. 
Continued  attention  will  be  necessary  to  bring  about  further 
improvement  in  this  respect,  and  some  further  action  for  the 
replacement  of  very  old  and  decayed  houses  may  be  required  from 
time  to  time. 
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No  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  Plans 
were  prepared,  and  prices  obtained,  tor-  tl*c  building  of  eight  non¬ 
parlour  type  houses  with  3  bedrooms,  and  for  two  with  2  bedrooms. 
These,  together  with  the  38  houses  already  built  and  owned  by  the 
Council,  form  a  very  useful  contribution  to  the  housing  problem, 
constituting  some  12^  per  cent  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough.

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  District  Council, 
free  of  cost  to  cases  of  the  poorer  class,  through  a  local  chemist 
who  supplies  medical  men  upon  request.  Antitoxin  is  in  general 
use  in  all  but  very  slight  cases.  In  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health's  Memorandum  of  July, 

1922,  the  contracting  chemist  was  instructed  to  hold  and  supply 
antitoxin  in  xjh:  als  of  8,000  units  for  treatment,  and  of  500  units 
for  protective  use. 

In  1930  the  Council  adopted  a 
scheme,  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  whereby  parents  of 
the  poorer  class  may,  upon  their  request,  obtain  active  immunisation 
of  their  children,  between  the  ages  of  one  and  sixteen  years,  at 
the  public  cost.  Go  far  no  request  has  been  received. 


Disinfection.  The  Council  is  provided,  jointly  with  the 
Clun  R. D. C. ,  with  a  ’Thresh’  Emergency  Steam  Disinfector.  The 
apparatus  is  housed  at  the  Workhouse. 

House  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Inspector  by  means 
of  formalin  spray,  or  vapor  lamps. 

No  case  of  Pi phtheria  came  to  light. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  fever  was  notified  in  the  last  week  of 
the  year,  the  infection  having  been  contracted  outside  the 
District  apparently.  The  case  was  home  nursed  and  no  spread 
of  infection  occurred.
